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Trade Publishers’ Code Drafted 


After Two Months of Careful Work 


the Publishers’ Code Committee 


Has Completed the Code ies Trade Book Publishers 


TRADE PUBLISHERS, under the leadership of 
Cass Canfield, President of Harper & 
Brothers, as President of the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers, and Alfred Har- 
court as chairman of the special Code 
Committee, sent out last week a proposed 
code and asked for the approval of its pro- 
visions from the trade book industry. This 
code is in fourteen different articles and pro- 
vides for the setting up of a Control Com- 

mittee under the Code, this committee of 7 

members to have the final decision under 

the Administrator at Washington in mat- 
ters of trade practice in trade book pub- 
lishing. 

Systematic procedure for action in the case 
of complaints under the Code has been 
worked out. The labor provisions follow in 
general those that have been already laid out 
in other similar industries, a forty-hour week, 
with 10% tolerance for shipping and build- 
ing maintenance workers, a maximum of 
lorty-eight hours at emergency _ periods. 
These restrictions do not apply to executives, 
executives’ assistants, sales people receiving 

» more than $35 a week or employees work- 
' ing solely on a commission basis. The wage 
provision is similar to that of the President’s 
blanket code, with provision for an 80% 
rate for office boys and girls and beginners, 
provided such beginners do not constitute 
more than 5% of the total number of 
employees. 

The code has been carefully drafted by 
special counsel and should be practical and 
enforceable. The details of the code were 
worked out by the Board of Directors of the 
National Association of Book Publishers and 
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four others from different publishing houses 
in order to bring together varied points ot 
view. Much of the time in the past two 
months was expended on exploring the possi- 
bility of including at this time a provision 
for price control, so essential for the book 
industry, but although such a program was 
completed and believed to be legally usable, 
it was decided that the time was not oppor- 
tune for this, on account of the public's 
general sensitiveness as to any action on 
prices. The sections of the Code, which are 
of most interest are reprinted in full here- 
with. 
Article VI—Discounts 


Section 1. Trade book publishers shall give 
trade discounts only (a) to wholesalers giv- 
ing warehouse service to retailers, (b) to 
retailers carrying general stock, (c) to rental 
libraries, (d) to authors on their own books, 
and (e) by courtesy to other publishers. 

Section 2. Publishers shall give institu- 
tional discounts from list prices for institu- 
tional purposes only, to public libraries, 
church libraries, schools, colleges, state re ad- 
ing circles, and other agencies of a public 
character. 


Article VII—Unfair Competition 


The following standards of business ethics 
are hereby established and any disregard 
thereof shall constitute unfair competition 
and a violation of this Code: 

Section (a) Without special written 
permission of the Joint Board of Publishers 
and Booksellers, as organized by the Asso- 
ciation, and the American Booksellers Asso- 
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ciation, a cheaper edition than the original 
edition of any non-fiction book may not be 
issued until one year or more after its first 
publication; and a popular reprint thereof, 
to retail at $1.00 or less, may not be issued 
until two years or more after such publi- 
cation. 

(b) A cheaper edition of a book of fiction 
or a popular reprint thereof may not be 
issued until after it shall have been on sale 
through two Christmas seasons; excepting 
that, where such book is to be produced in 
motion pictures or as a stage play before the 
lapse of such time, the publisher may issue 
(or lease plates to others for issuing) a spe- 
cial edition clearly marked “photoplay edi- 
tion” or “dramatic edition”; provided, how- 
ever, that complete credit or allowance be 
then made to dealers, wholesale and/or retail, 
on such stock of the original edition as they 
may then have on hand. 

(c) The issuance of such cheaper edi- 
tions, as provided in clauses (a) and (b) 
above, shall be subject to this further condi- 
tion; that the list price thereof shall be no 
less than either seventy-five (75c) a copy, 
or thirty-five per cent (35%) of the book’s 
original list price, whichever may be the 
lower. 

Section 2. Special editions of trade books 
made by the publisher, or with his consent, 
for school use or for gratuitous distribution, 
and supplied for such purposes on quantity 
orders at lower prices than the regular trade 
edition, shall be made, if the book is less 
than two (2) years old, in a format readily 
distinguishable from the regular trade edi- 
tion as to binding, jacket and title-page. 

Section 3. Publishers shall observe the fol- 
lowing standards regarding book-clubs and 
similar concerns: 

(a) No company shall enter into a publi- 
cation contract with an author with reference 
to any book, unless the book-club rights, or 
similar rights covering the work, can be dealt 
with thereunder; provided, that this prohibi- 
tion shall not apply to a work of which the 
author shall have disposed of such book-club 
or similar rights prior to the effective date. 

(b) In case of disposal by a publisher of 
any rights in a book to a book-club or other 
similar concern, whether through = sale, 
through lease of plates, or otherwise, the 
publisher shall pay to the author fifty per 
cent (50%) of the proceeds of such disposal 
and retain the other fifty per cent (50%) 
thereof; provided further that in no case shall 
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a publisher grant to a book-club or similar 
concern any right to reprint a book for 
less net consideration than twenty-five cents 
(25c) per copy thereof. 

(c) Where trade books are sold in spe. 
cial editions to book-clubs for distribution 
through subscription, or where plates are 
leased to them for the making and issuance 
of special editions and their distribution 
through subscription, such sale or lease shall 
be made only when subject to the following 
written conditions:—first: that such special 
edition will in turn be issued or distributed 
only to consumers who will bind themselves 
in writing to subscribe to not less than four 
(4) books in a twelve-months’ period; and 
second: that if any concession, whether by 
reduction of price or otherwise, be offered 
by such book-club or similar concern to sub- 
scribers, it will allow to any dealer who may 
send in any subscription based on such offer 
a fair commission, to be in no case less than 
thirty per cent (30%) of the price to the 
consumer under such offer; and third: that 
in advertising such special editions, compari- 
sons with the price of the regular edition 
of the same title shall not be used. 

Section 4. The following standards shall 
be observed as to remainders: 

(a) No overstock shall be sold as a re. 
mainder by the publisher until such stock 
shall have been on sale for two Christmas 
seasons, if it be fiction, or for two years after , 
publication, if it be non-fiction; provided, 
that in case a cheaper edition has been issued, 
remainders of the original edition shall not | 
be sold until two years after the issue of the 
cheaper edition; and provided further, that 
no rebates shall be made to a dealer, or any 
consideration be granted that would permit 
any such book to be remaindered within the 
above periods. 

(b) No remainder of any title shall be sold 
at less than twenty per cent (20%) of the 
publisher’s original list price, except that 
sales at a lower price than 20% may be 
made to a reprint house which is bringing 
out a bona fide cheap edition of said book 
at not less than seventy-five cents (75c) 4 
copy, and which shall not put such remainder 
on sale to the public earlier than the agreed 
date for issuing the bona fide reprint edt 
tion; provided, that where there shall be 
published a bona fide edition at a reduced 
price the minimum remaindering price, % 
limited by such percentage, shall be in rela 
tion to the price of the cheaper edition. 
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(c) Paragraphs (a) and (b) shall not ap- 
ply to any imported non-copyrighted book. 

Section 5. Any of the following acts, in- 
herently unethical, shall constitute unfair 
competition and a violation of the Code: 

(a) Effecting, consenting to, conniving at, 
or deliberately neglecting to prevent any 
sale which shall be on terms or under con- 
ditions in contravention of any provision of 
this Code; 

(b) Deliberate employment of format and 
design similar to those already in use in 
connection with the book of a competitor; 

(c) Placing or obtaining advertising or 
publicity which (i) misstates or distorts ma- 
terial facts, or (11) disparages a competitor’s 
product or method of doing business, or 
(iii) makes or suggests comparison between 
the prices of special and trade editions of 
the same work; 

(d) Effecting sales through secret rebates, 
allowances, furnishing of books or other arti- 
cles free in connection with the advertisement 
or sale of books, or any other equivalent 
device; 

(ec) Obtaining of favorable press criticisms, 
or notices by means of payments of money, 
directly or indirectly, or the effecting of 
favors having substantial financial value to 
the writer or the owner or the publisher of 
the newspaper or periodical wherein such 
criticism or notice is printed; 

({) Having books specially printed, or 
leasing out plates or granting other rights 


for reproduction of books, where the pur- 


pose thereof is the disposal of such books 
as remainders. 


Article VilI—Inclusion of Dealers 


If at any time The Committee, in its dis- 
cretion, should conclude that proper stand- 
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ards in the Industry cannot be sustained 
without including dealers, wholesale and/or 
retail, under this Code, The Committee shall 
so certify to the Administrator, submitting to 
him at the same time (a) a statement of 
the reasons for such conclusion, citing in- 
stances in support thereof, and (b) forms of 
any proposed amendments or revision to this 
Code to effect such purpose; and The Com- 
mittee shall thereafter prosecute such pro- 
ceedings to that end, as may be proper under 


the Act. 


Article X—Amendments to the Code 


If any proposed amendment, or revision of 
this Code should receive support from a ma- 
jority of The Committee, such proposed 
amendment or revision shall be submitted, 
either in writing or otherwise, to the Indus- 
try, and shall be deemed to have been ap- 
proved by the Industry, if it shall receive 
the support of a majority of the companies 
representing two-thirds (2/3) of the total 
sales volume of the Industry in the calendar 
year previous to the year in which such vote 
is taken. 


Article XIII—Adherence to General 
Code for Entire Book Publishing 
Industry 


The Committee by unanimous action may, 
on behalf of the trade book industry, effect 
adherence by such industry, as a division of 
the book industry, to a general or “master” 
Code of Fair Competition for the entire book 
publishing industry, and/or may from time 
to time, on behalf of the trade book industry, 
approve of modifications of such general or 


“master” Code. : 


This Code was drafted by a committee of twenty trade publishers con- 
sisting of heads of houses which met in frequent conference at the 
office of the National Association of Book Publishers. The proposals 
should be agreed on by seventy per-cent of trade publishing to be pre- 
sented in Washington along with the codes which have been prepared 
by other sections of the publishing industy: textbooks, subscription, 
medical, law, Bibles, plays and maps. A master code for all is also under 
preparation by a committee representing the eight groups. If hearings 
on book publishers’ codes are called, representatives of all groups will 
have to appear in Washington. In absence of prepared codes the Ad- 


ministration will write one.

Ham and Fishing Tackle

A TRAP, WHEN SKILLFULLY BAITED with the 
kind of food which experience tells us a 
mouse finds irresistible, and carefully placed 
where we feel sure he will pass, will not only 
catch one mouse but may be depended upon 
to succeed again and again. 

In much the same way human beings may 
be tempted to part with money and buy even 
books if al to traps skillfully baited 
with easy sellers and so placed that the con- 
tagions of touch and sight are allowed to have 
tree play. To carry the parallel still further, 
one wonders if the senses of touch and sight 
are not comparable in their effect on human 
beings to the odor of cheese to which the 
poor mouse is so susceptible! 

Last May, Modern Library began an ex- 
periment in bookselling in a new territory 
using new methods. Cities and towns and 
the usual channels of trade were excluded. 
To catch the summer visitor to New England 
in a leisure mood, off guard, in the country, 
was the idea back the plan. An Austin 
truck decorated with the graceful trade-mark 
and familiar legend was part of the equip- 
ment. Collapsible book-racks designed to 
hold 45 carefully selected, best-selling titles, 
were the “traps” and the “bait.” 

Ninety of these units were placed in coun 
try inns, tea shops, gift shops, and village 
stores in Connecticut wail Massachusetts Pel 
ing the months of 
May and June. We 
called them “Sta- 
tions.” To see if new 
and unusual centers 
of distribution might 
teach us something, 
and to avoid compe- 
tion, no Station was 
placed in or near a 
locality serviced with 
a bookshop. 

July was devoted 
to direct selling from 
the Austin car in the

the number of Stations up to roo. The 


Adirondack Stations placed, for the most part, 


in general stores serving wide areas proved in 
their short season to be among the most suc 
cessful. Evidently books, if adapted to th 
taste and finances of vacationists, can hold 
their own in competition with cheese, ham, 
beer, fishing tackle, bathing accessories, and 
all the thousand and one articles carried }y 
the large general stores in the mountains. | 
The task running down suitable inns, 
taverns, gift shops and tea shops in Con 
necticut and Massachusetts proved an ardu 
ous one. The most desirable places are not 
usually on the main highways but are often 
so hidden one wonders at their success. Ther 
is no “Royal Road” that leads one to them 
Our chain of Stations was built up largely by 
recommendations as we went along—a slow 
vine-like procedure.

Of these the Great Barrington 
store stands tenth to date in the volume of 
sales among the 100 Stations. 

On Cape Cod, where whole summer com- 
munities had to be served, the inns and tea 
shops, in many places, would have meant a 
very restricted contact. Here we found the 
tores that catered to the summer population 
a better medium. 

A rough classification of the 100 Stations 
is as follows: 55 inns and taverns of which 
22 carried gifts, 18 tea shops of which g 
carried gifts, and 27 stores divided as fol- 
lows: 7 general stores (groceries primarily), 
5 stores carrying newspapers, ice cream, 
candy, etc., 6 gift shops, 2 drug stores, 2 
bookstores, I souvenir store, and 1 gas station 
which also had gifts and souvenirs. 

The twenty most successful Stations were 
10 stores, 6 inns and 4 tea and gift shops. 
Of the 10 stores, one was a bookshop, one a 
drug store, 4 were general stores and 4 were 
stores selling newspapers, ice cream, etc. 

The two most successful inns were high 
grade conservative Connecticut Inns where 
the idea of selling anything was an innova- 
tion. The racks of books were placed on the 
ofice counter rubbing elbows with the Guest 
Registration Book. These Stations stand 5th 
and 7th in sales. The contagion of touch and 
sight had a chance to do its good work 
these places. 

The fact that the four most successful Sta- 
tions were stores is largely due to the far 
larger number of persons exposed to the con- 
books than in the other Stations. 
The inns, taverns and tea shops were, on 
the whole, rather small affairs in volume of 
patronage. Yet some small inns and tea 
shops exceeded the sales of good sized stores 
and some fine stores were practically failures. 

One of the conclusions from the summer’s 
work is the difficulty of judging the potential 
value of locations. A section of Massachu- 
setts which seemed most promising where sev- 
eral good locations were found early in May 
ended the season almost a complete failure, 
while some obscure stations, put in with mis- 
givings, sent in sales reports steadily and seem 
to give promise of permanent value. 

The mechanics of the so-called Stations 
method were made as simple as possible to 
guard against confusion. Books were a nov- 
elty so the — of titles sold was not 

required. A check-up of stock at intervals

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with replacements from New York insured 
the continuance of carrying best selling titles. 
Some Stations took a lively interest in replac- 
ing books, while others allowed the ak to 
be depleted. On the whole regular supervi- 
sion seems inevitable, as might be expected. 

Having examined the “trap,” its mecha- 
nism and distribution, we now come to the 
“bait’—the books themselves and what their 
sales revealed. They differ from the sales of 
both publishers and retailers in some respects. 

1. They are final sales to consumers and 
are not cluttered up with the number of books 
remaining on the shelves of bookshops. They 
are clear sales. 

2. They are largely “customer’s choice.” 
The books sold themselves. Few dealers had 
time or were able to sell or influence a cus- 
tomer as a bookseller might. 

3. They represent sales made in 100 locali- 
ties to a more diversified group than any one 
bookshop would cater to. They form a cross- 
section of a large number of buyers. 

Here are the 45 titles in the order of their 
volume of sales.

Let us now see what “Best Sellers” mean 
in volume of sales. The first three titles 
represent 14 per cent of the total sales, the 
first ten titles 37 per cent, and the first twenty 
titles 61 per cent. In turnover “Sons and 
Lovers” sold six and a half times as fast as 
“Victory” and over five times as fast as 
“Dorian Gray.” Stations that quickly re- 
placed “Best Sellers” sold them again and 
again. Evidently this means that Modern 
Library must be classed with the stock that 
carries with it the problem of the “Best 
Seller” only in a more difficult form for the 
demand rarely comes from the customer. 
They sell if carried in stock, that’s all. Com- 
placency over a “good representation” with- 
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out much regard to titles can only mean lost 
sales opportunities. 

The problem of the “Best Seller,” however, 
is as old as business itself. Remembering 
the hoary story of the country grocer who 
did not carry “Uneeda Biscuits” because they 
sold too fast and it was a bother to keep re. 
ordering, I decided to see what Kent’s large, 
well-stocked general store, N. M. Watson & 
Co. had to say about Best Sellers. And here 
is Mr. Casey’s own story. “Right now every 
one seems to be interested in frosted foods, 
Last summer we had a great run on Orange 
and Lemon powders. In staple lines we have 
to watch out pretty sharp not to run out of 
some very popular things. For example with 
Campbell’s Soup, their Tomato Soup out. 
sells Mock Turtle fifty to one. Heinz Baked 
Beans and Catsup head their list with Mince 
Meat and Horse Radish rather slow. Pretzels 
now outsell twenty to one the other varieties 
of the National Biscuit Co. (poor Volstead) 
while Pantry Cookies and Mary Ann’s are 
quite slow.” 

Having deserted the mouse trap for the 
grocery store, it is now, perhaps, pertinent to 
ask if bookstores are not too often waiting 
hopefully for customers to buy Mary Ann’, 
Horse Radish, and Mock Turtle Soup when 
they might have the pleasure of handing out 
Tomato Soup every day as the grocer does’ 
My apologies to D. H. Lawrence and Somer- 
set Maugham! 


The Beacon Bookshop in Chicago 


A Brilliant Color Scheme Has Made This Shop Inviting 


ALL Lovers of the famous Walden Bookshop 
in Chicago comfort themselves that they may 
still find their good friends at three new Chi- 
cago shops. Mrs. Cooper and Mr. Flynn are 
at the Concord Book Shop, Helen Chipchase 
at the Palmolive Shop, once a branch of the 
Walden, and Ruth Liljegren at the Beacon 
Book Shop which she opened this spring. 
Miss Liljegren’s first job was with the Book 
House of Chicago where she got her first 
taste of the book business. After three years 
this business was discontinued. When Mr. 
and Mrs. Theron Cooper opened the original 
Walden Book Shop in Plymouth Court she 
became one of their assistants. When the 
shop branched out she became the manager 


of the Plymouth Court shop. When after 
eleven years the Walden shops closed, jobs in 
the book business during a depression just 
weren’t and she found the book business had 
made all other lines of work seem very dul! 
so she opened a shop of her own. 

She found a shop in the Harvard Yale 
Princeton Club several doors south of the 
Walden which could be had for a reasonable 
rent but it was most uninviting and seemed 
quite hopeless at first. But as she studied 
it, she saw its possibilities. There were great 
arched windows in the entrance to the club 
corridor but the small panes of glass were 
painted black so that no one passing through 
the corridor could look into the store. She 
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had this paint removed with the idea of 
placing a small table and lamp in front of 
the window so that the passerby, coming into 
the club, might feel tempted to come in. She 
has used this window in an ingenious way. 
Here she hangs her bulletin board facing the 
corridor at night, though it hangs within the 
shop during the day. She had the second 
arched window made into a door so it was 
easy for club members to enter. Draperies at 
each of these arches carry out the color 
scheme of green, Chinese red, yellow and 
black. The woodwork is all painted green; 
the ceiling and walls, a deep yellow. An 
architect friend designed an attractive display 
window, a friend with a gift for carpentry 
built it, and a friend with a talent for paint- 
ing painted it. She decided to use bookcases 
instead of the usual store shelves and haunted 
second-hand furniture stores. She found six 
assorted bookcases, some oak, some just 
painted wood. But she selected those with 
good plain lines. These are painted green 
outside and red inside. Suitable tables, chairs, 
‘amps and even rugs were also found in these 
same second-hand stores. So a dingy shop 
nas been made into a colorful and inviting 
one. Miss Liljegren found one woman cus-

tomer with notebook in hand, not making 
notes of books for all her friends or to stock 
a small library as she supposed at first but 
notes on the color scheme of the shop. 

There are three clubs in the block as well 
as a restaurant, and these and the surround- 
ing buildings supply most of the customers. 
Most of these customers are men, so the shop 
naturally sells more non-fiction than fiction 
and specializes in biography, sociology and 
economics. However there is a sale for the 
better class fiction, and the rental library 
brings some women into the shop. Small art 
exhibits attract art lovers to the bookshop. 
The shop does rather a large special order 
business. Miss Liljegren has been so long 
in the neighborhood that she knows the tastes 
of her customers. Whenever she sees a re- 
view of a book on some special topic, like 
fishing, for example, she cuts out the review 
and sends it to an interested customer. She 
has found this a good way of getting special 
orders. 

“So many people have said to me,” she 
writes, “ ‘Goodness, you certainly have a lot 
of nerve to start a business in times like 
these,’ and I have shivered a bit inside but 
have been thankful for loyal friends who 
have cheered me on with a ‘Never say die!’ ” 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profession, 
from the which, as men of course do seek to re- 
ceive countenance and profit, so ought they of duty 
to endeavor themselves, by way of amends, to be a 


help and ornament thereunto. —BAacon.

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Every Shop a Book Fair 


Wuy SHOULDN'T THERE BE a week devoted to 
showing the fall books in bookshops, a week 
set apart when there would be special invita. 
tions issued to customers of all kinds to come 
in and see the new things that have been 
coming in, invitations so worded both by 
personal circulars and public advertisements 
that people would realize that the major par 
of the important fall books had arrived at the 
store and that a visit to the shop during that 
week would be one of special delight to any. 
one who likes to keep up with the important 
new publications? 

Why couldn’t the announcement of such 
a fall book showing fall on the week of Octo. 
ber 30th or November 6th? Then the counters 
could be arranged, shopworn stock put away 
for a while, so that only the new titles would 
be on display. Such an announcement woul) 
give the best of all reasons to go over th 
whole shop and see that the counters are 
looking their best and a sense of fresh novelty 
pervades the whole store. Shops could creat 
in this week a sense of welcome rather than 
an urgency to buy. The very attractiveness 
of the displays ought to bring about the lat 
ter result. 


Remainders and the Code 


THE PLAN FOR CONTROLLING REMAINDERS 1D- 
cluded in the trade publishers’ code is an 
interesting one and is the result of many 
weeks’ discussion during which time there 
was never any disagreement among publish 
ers that the plague of remainders was one 0! 
the chief problems of the industry today. As 
drafted the plan provides that no remainder 
shall be sold at less than 20°% of the list 
price. This would mean that books that did 
not have a retail market value of at least 35 

of their original list price could not be r 
maindered and the sheets would be destroyed, 
thus reducing the market for the very poor 
est material. 

This plan was the suggestion of Morgan 
Shuster, president of D. Appleton-Centur) 
Co. and active member of the Committe: 
which developed the Trade Publishing Code. 
This method of cutting down remainders al 
their poorest took the place of an earlier plan 
which required that each publisher should 
reduce remainder selling to 4°% of his total 
trade business. 

This plan ought to be satisfactory to the 
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buvers of remainders, as it still allows them 
to purchase as bargains the best of the books 
which overprinting has left on the publish- 
ers’ hands. At the same time, it ought to be 
a relief to publishers and bookstores, because 
it would lower the number of books that thus 
comes into the market. In case a book has 
been made in a cheaper edition the time for 
remaindering, which is set at one year after 
publication for fiction and two years for non- 
fiction, is changed to a similar period after 
the publishing of the cheaper edition. Un- 
der such rules the disposal of leftover fiction 
would be on a different plane from non- 
fiction, as it is certain that there is little mar- 
ket for remainders of fiction at 20°4 whole- 
sale of its list price. Renewal of this stock 
from the counters would provide a new 
stimulus to reprint fiction and thus give this 
type of publishing, in which all publishers 
are interested, new life. 

This same action would give a new twist 
to the rental library situation, because some 
of the chain libraries have relied for almost 
half of their supply on the cheap remainder- 
ing of fiction, thus giving their customers 
only the failures from the publishing season 
and tending to weaken the public’s conf- 
dence in our fictional output. 

If publishers can get remainders under con- 
trol, they can give all their attention and get 
the public’s attention more largely to the 
buying and reading of new books or new 
editions of old books, books on which authors 
get royalties and publishers make profits. 


Campaign Against Remainders 


Tue ANNOUNCEMENT from Scribner’s in last 
week’s Publishers’ Weekly that “until further 
notice they will remainder no copies of copy- 
right trade books” has created a wave of ap- 
proval in the trade. It has proved a well- 
tumed challenge to publishers to take hold of 
this grave problem resolutely and give the 
drastic treatment that the emergency requires. 
It a score of well-known houses will take a 
similar stand, a new complexion can be given 
to chances for winter sales of new books. 

_ It is therefore significant that we are carry- 
ing in Publishers’ Weekly this week the state- 
ment of a second publisher, William Morrow 
« Company, which swears off all remainder- 
ing until January rst, 1935, and who will, 
‘urther, destroy remainders on hand of pre-

Tea Time Again 
THE PUBLISHING WORLD OF New York City 
is sometimes pictured as spending its time 
going from one tea to another, and, although 
the efficacy of teas as book promotion has 
never been completely proved, the almost 
complete disappearance of these occasions last 
season did leave a gap in the publishing life 
of New York and weakened that sense of 
esprit de corps between publishers and edi- 
tors, with the result that some of the excite- 
ment about new authors and new ventures 
was lost. Such gatherings can perform a 
real function, also, by taking a publisher out 
of his routine and helping him to renew so 
easily his contacts with other people engaged 

in similarly hazardous enterprises. 

The revival of these late afternoon parties 
is at least a symbol that the publishing world 
is coming back to its old self-confidence. One 
of the happiest of such occasions was that 
which celebrated the launching of a new 
publishing house last week, the new and 
promising firm of Reynal & Hitchcock, cele- 
brated by scores of their friends at the apart- 
ment of Mr. Reynal on Sixty-Second Street. 

On the same day Farrar & Rinehart were 
tendering a luncheon at the Harvard Club 
to Upton Sinclair. 

On Friday the Modern Library kept open 
house in its attractive Fifty-Seventh Street 
rooms, in honor of Fiorello La Guardia. 

On the following Wednesday Putnam’s 
arranged a celebration in honor of the pub- 
lishing of their book on “Dock Walloper” at 
the once famous old gambling house of Hen- 
est John Kelly. While at the same moment 
the Viking Press were entertaining for the 
authors and artists who have produced the 
new Viking Press Juveniles. 

The new season seems to be opening in 
good spirits.

Mencken Retires as Mercury Editor 


Henry L. MENCKEN, editor of the American 
Mercury since its first issue in 1924, will 
retire from that position at the end of this 
year. He will be succeeded by Henry Hazlitt, 
author and critic-and at present one of the 
four editors of The Nation. Mr. Mencken 
plans to devote his time during the next few 
years to writing. He has almost finished 
“Treatise on Right and Wrong,” which will 
be published by Alfred A. Knopf next spring. 
Another book, “Advice to Young Men,” will 
follow in the fall, and late in 1934 Knopf 
will publish a revised edition of “The Amer- 
ican Language” which will include a great 
deal of new matter. Mr. Mencken will con- 
tinue to serve as a director of Alfred A. 
Knopf, Inc., and The American Mercury, 
Inc., and will retain his position as unofficial 
advisory editor for the Baltimore Sun. 

Henry Hazlitt began as a financial writer 
on the Wall Street Journal and the New 
York Evening Post. Later he became finan- 
cial editor of the New York Evening Mail, 
acting also as Washington correspondent for 
the same paper for a short time. He was an 
editorial writer for the New York Herald 
and the New York Sun, and was later liter- 
ary editor of the Sun. His new book, “The 
Anatomy of Criticism” has just been pub- 
lished by Simon & Schuster. Mr. Hazlitt’s 
place as literary editor of The Nation will be 
filled by Joseph Wood Krutch, who will also 
continue as dramatic editor. 

Lawrence E. Spivack has assumed the 
business managership of the American Mer- 


cury. 


Book Week Program 


From Book WEEK HEADQUARTERS at the office 
of the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers has come an attractive and most 
usable key to Book Week activities. This 
12-page brochure prepared by Marjorie Gries- 
ser has the general heading “Growing Up 
With Books,” which will be the slogan of 
this year’s Book Week when it opens on 
November 12th. 

This is the fifteenth anniversary of Book 
Week, and from the records so far received 
it is apparently to be more widely observed 


than ever before, and it has evidently found 
a permanently useful place in every school 
system and in every bookstore. Copies of 
this booklet can be obtained by anyone who 
has not yet received it. The booklet con. 
tains ideas for book exhibits, including such 
good plans as the birthday celebration, around 
the world flight exhibits, hobby exhibits, 
books behind the news exhibits, etc. There 
are practical ideas for club meetings, indicat. 
ing the types of subjects that have been most 
successful on such occasions, details of a book 
display contest, a score of good classroom 
projects that will be welcomed by teachers, 
a list of posters and other material available, 
and a check-list of the most useful lists that 
can be obtained at modest cost for general 
distribution. 


Cheap OED Nearly Ready 


THE GREAT “Oxrorp ENciisH Dictionary” 
took over seventy years to complete, forty-five 
to publish, therefore, by 1928 when the last 
volume was published, the earlier volumes 
lacked some current words. The new “Supple. 
ment,” which forms the thirteenth volume 
of the reissue to be published on November 
gth at a popular price, disposes of this draw- 
back. Not only does it mark new senses, but 
records, through the medium of new words, 
the strides that have been made in our tech: 
nical and mechanical civilization, and _ the 
large number of words which have entered 
the language through American usage. This 
aspect is particularly full and rich since the 
work of supervising the American words has 
been entrusted to Sir William Craigie, editor 
of the “Dictionary of American English’ 
now being prepared in Chicago. 

The “Supplement” is a “wedge-shaped’ 
work covering fifty years’ accretions for A-B 
and only five or so for X-Y-Z. The most 
exciting parts, therefore, are in the earlict 
pages, but even the second half of the alpha- 
bet contains a surprising number of impor 
tant new words: neutron, proton, quantum, 
radio-activity, etc. relativity . (religious); 
modernism, pacifism, reflation; and from 
America mixer, moron, radio, roughneck. 
The editor offers the following from the 
homelier aspects of life: conchy, cinch, talkie, 


speakeasy, bootlegger (1890), tariff-wall, brass 
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‘ks, tune in, a wow, whoopee, comintern, 
bluggy: . 

In addition to words and usages, the “Sup- 
plement” offers a hundred-page bibliography 
of all the works consulted for purposes of 
quotation in the body of the Dictionary. 


Book Groups Get Together 


SUBSEQUENT TO A CONFERENCE of representa- 
tives of the different groups of book publish- 
ers that have been preparing codes for sub- 
mission under the N. R. A. two committees 
were appointed with one representative from 
each of eight divisions of the industry. One 
of these committees is considering the prob- 
lem of wages and hours as contained in the 
Graphic Arts Code, by which cost provisions 
book publishers would be affected. George 
L. Buck of Silver, Burdett is acting as chair- 
man. The other committee, to meet next 
Tuesday for its first session, is to consider the 
correlating of the eight different codes pre- 
pared by these groups and a plan for bringing 
them together under one master code.

Sales Begin at Forty Thousand 


A Year After Publication “Life Begins at Forty” Has Only 
Just Begun to Sell 


THE TELEPHONE IN Guy Ho tt’s oFFICE on 
the rgth floor of the McGraw-Hill building 
rang. “What,” said the voice on the other 
end of the wire, “what would you charge for 
a million copies of ‘Life Begins at Forty’?” 
Mr. Holt, checking the impulse to tell the 
voice to go fly a kite, asked instead who was 
speaking. It was an executive of a big manu- 
facturing concern and he was serious. The 
deal didn’t go through, for one reason or 
another, but it planted firmly in Guy Holt’s 
mind the idea that 1,000,000 copies wasn’t an 
impossible sales figure for the Pitkin book 
to run up. 

This all happened a couple of months or 
more ago; now it begins to look as if he were 
right. The book, which had kept up a steady 
sale of just a little more than a thousand a 
week for seven months, suddenly, in July, 
which booksellers do not consider the best 
month of the year for book sales, began to 
step out. Fifty-five hundred copies were sold 
in July, an increase of 25°% over the previous 
month. In August the sale was nearly a 
thousand copies better than in July, and i 
September, the twelfth month of lacie. 
the sales reached better than 10,000 copies for 
the month, 4000 better than August and 
100°% better than any previous month. 
Whittlesey House looks for 100,000 by the 
end of the year and a steady sale for years to 


come. 
It’s interesting to go behind the hgures s and 
‘ee what the accelerating forces were. “Life 


Begins at Forty” was first announced in the 
trade papers before publication. Although 
the publishers stressed their belief that it was 
best seller material, the booksellers were cold 
toward it. The advance sale was negligible. 
30oksellers told travelers that the title was 
all wet. Women wouldn’t buy the book, they 
said. What woman would admit she was 
forty? Men might be touchy, too. So the 
booksellers bought in fives and tens and the 
book was published. The first week of pub- 
lication, including the advance sale, it sold 
2143 copies. 

Almost immediately after publication Ar- 
thur Frank Payne mentioned the book in a

Along 
came the young people. Yeung men and 
women, their economic adolesce’:ce prolonged 

horribly by the depression. What was in 
store for them? Would they be too old when 
good times finally came? They too bought 
the book. The title made them. 

Going into its second year “Life Begins at 
Forty” is young and healthy. Guy Holt 
thinks it isn’t just a depression book. He 
says its something fundamental, that the 
book will sell and sell and sell. Booksellers 
find it a good plus sale book. The price is 
right. The title has become a catchword. A 
couple of copies in the window can _ be 
counted on to produce a steady string of sales. 
So Whittlesey House is preparing to help the 
booksellers make it one of the fall’s big titles. 
A chart with the sales curve of the book has 
been made for window display. There’s an- 
other poster enlargement of an ad that was 
run in the New York Times not so long ago, 
starting, “Every week 1000 people discover 
that life begins at forty. Probably there will 
be still other posters. In addition Whittlesey 
_Efouse will continue the steady barrage of 
small advertising that has been kept up since 
/ publication. Those small ads produce the 
best results, Mr. Holt says. Therefore they 
will appear steadily in 12 magazines and at 
least 10 newspapers this fall. 

Of course, “Life Begins at Forty” is going

THE AMERICAN ART AssOcIATION ANDERSON 
Gatuerigs, INc., will begin its book sales 
for this season on October 20, when it will 
sell selections from the library of the late 
James Benjamin Wilbur of Manchester, Ver- 
mont, first editions, publications of special 
presses and book clubs, colored plate books, 
autograph letters, Americana and_ general 
literature. Mr. Wilbur was born in Cleveland 
in 1856 and went to Colorado in 1884 where 
he engaged in ranching and banking. He 
organized the Royal Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, acting as president from 1896 to 1909. 
After his retirement he removed to Vermont 
and made historical research and book col- 
lecting his hobby, building up a remarkable 
collection, especially in the field of early and 
rare Vermont books. He was a member of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, the 
Colonial Society of Massachusetts, the Ver- 
mont Historical Society and the New York 
Historical Society. This sale includes a splen- 
did series of Robert Louis Stevenson letters, 
a fine set of the first royal octavo edition of 
Audubon’s Birds of America, Evans’s “Amer- 
ican Bibliography” in 10 vols., Gilman’s 
“Bibliography of Vermont,” Sabin’s “Dic- 
tionary of Books Relating to America,” fine 
library sets of standard authors, publications 
of the Grolier Club, and many desirable 
books of a miscellaneous character. The most 
important single lot, from the collector's 
standpoint, is a copy of the first edition of 
Royall Tyler’s “The Contrast,’ printed in 
Philadelphia, in 1790. It is bound in con- 
temporary red morocco and has a fine exam- 
ple of Washington’s autograph signature on 
the title-page. This was the first American 
play given with success on the American 
stage. A fine copy of this rare and important 
work from Washington’s library ought to 
wake up the collectors. 


Book Lovers’ Miscettany No. 5, “Being a 
collection of books, some very rare, arranged 
chronologically under date of publication 
from the Nuremberg Chronicle, 1493, to 


1929,” comes from Duttons, Inc., of this city, 
The following announcement is stamped on 
the front cover: “During October any items 
still unsold are offered to private buyers at 
50 per cent off.” Among the rarer and most 
valuable items are the following: “Nurem- 
berg Chronicle,” 1493, $1,225; Montaigne’s 
Essayes,” London, 1603, first edition in Eng- 
lish, $1,600; Milton’s “Poems,” London, 1645, 
first edition, $2,250; Lamb’s “The King and 
Queen of Hearts,’ London, 1808, in case, 
$5,000; Chaucer’s “Works,” Kelmscott Press 
edition, one of 13 copies issued on vellum, 
bound in full levant morocco, together with 
a manuscript lecture delivered by F. S. Ellis, 
$35,000; Hardy’s “The Dynasts,” 3 vols., 
London, 1903-06-08, said to be one of 11 
copies with the 1903 date on the title-page 
of the first volume, $5,000. Many of the 491 
items are moderately priced, and with the 
special discount, are very reasonable. 


A MANUscRIPT of a sermon written by th 
great lexicographer, Dr. Samuel Johnson, has 
been acquired by Gabriel Wells, rare book 
dealer of this city, for presentation to the 
Yale University Library. Details of this dis- 
covery are given in a recent issue of The 
London Times by the well-known 
sonian scholar, Dr. R. W. Chapman. That 
Dr. Johnson wrote sermons for John Taylor 
and others is well known, according to Dr. 
Chapman, but no manuscript of a John- 
sonian sermon has hitherto been traced. The 
sermon is enclosed in a wrapper inscribed: 
“MS of sermon by Dr. Johnson found in 
library at Bradley by R. Gifford and given to 
him by Hugo Meynall, Esq.” Dr. Chapman 
points out that the names are those of John- 
son’s circle in Derbyshire. The manuscript 
covers fourteen leaves, 7% by 5% inches. 
The text is from Proverbs, xx, 8: “A King 
that Sitteth in the Throne of Judgment Scat- 
tereth Away all Evil With His Eyes.” The 
subject is government. Mr. Wells acquired 
the manuscript from a descendant of R. Git 
ford mentioned on the wrapper. 
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A yEAR AGO, or more, Thomas J. Wise, the 
English collector, privately printed a Bibli- 
ography of Lord Byron based upon his un- 
rivalled collection. He has now printed a 
second, or supplementary volume containing 
some corrections and additions, and hopes to 
prepare later a supplement analyzing “Don 
Juan” more thoroughly, describing the long 
series of important collected editions and 
amplifying his list of Byroniana by adding 
books and pamphlets not in the Ashley 
library. Mr. Wise devotes a portion of his 
introduction to three suppressed pamphlets, 
one of which (“Letter to My Grandmother’s 
Review,” here described from the Murray 
copy) exists in proof form; while the other 
two (“Observations upon ‘Observations on 
Bowles’s Strictures on Pope,” and “Some 
Observations upon an Article in Blackwood’s 
Magazine’), though both preserved in manu- 
script in the Murray archives, have com- 
pletely disappeared in printed form. The 
problems of the suppressed volume of “Un- 
published Letters” (1872) apparently is au- 
thoritatively settled.
